formation of another Confederacy and anoth
er Government out of what was once the
United States.it is, ve say, surely not tin-

patriotic to indulge in the fond hope.even
if it bo hoping against hope and to unite

in efforts.even though they may be unsuc¬

cessful,.of seeing and endeavoring to secure

a ".Reconstruction" of our old government
and Union. The hope aud the efforts may

. be, as they are, decried and denounced.
and yet this Reconstruction, if possible, is.
in truth, the earnest desire ol the great mass

of the people of the country.at least, with
the exception of three or four States. As
no evidence of this on the part of even those
who have been looked upon as not vety

Resolved, That the Governor communicate
the foregoing resolution to the President >d
the United States.
Mr. Collier moved to substitute as follow*:
Resolvod, That the Governor of this Coiu

monwealth, alter remonstrance with the
Government at Washington, be and is hereby
authorised and requested to use all the
means at his disposal to prevent the trans
portation of any arms or munitions oi war
from the interior of this Commonwealth to ihe
seaboard; and, for that purpose, he be au¬
thorized to summon any portion ol the vol¬
unteer and militia lorceol the State.
